Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

After  a year  of  comparative  inactivity,  infantile  paralysis 
again  invaded  the  country  during  the  summer  months  and  ten  cases 
of  the  disease  were  notified  in  the  district. 

One  part  of  the  area  was  concerned  in  a minor  outbreak  of 
typhoid  fever  which  had  many  interesting  features.  An  account 
of  this  is  included  in  the  report. 

Scarlet  fever  and  pneumonia  notifications  were  higher  than 
for  the  previous  year  but  those  of  other  notifiable  diseases  were 
below  the  figures  attained  in  1948. 

The  adoption  of  the  model  bye-laws,  drafted  by  the  Ministry’ 
of  Health,  to  control  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food 
should  greatly  strengthen  the  hands  of  those  concerned  in  safe- 
guarding the  cleanliness  of  our  food  supplies.  1 1 mu.st  be  remembered, 
however,  that  legislation  in  itself  is  no  convenient  short  cut  to 
security  in  this  direction.  This  can  only  be  achieved  by  the  patient 
and  persevering  education  of  the  food  handler  as  to  the  vital  neces- 
sity of  maintaining  his  own  personal  cleanliness  at  the  highest 
possible  level. 

The  birth  and  general  deatli  rates  bear  favourable  comparison 
with  those  of  the  country  as  a whole  and  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  shows  a further  reduction  on  last  year’s  satisfactory  figure. 

Tt  gives  me  pleasure  to  thank  once  more  the  various  council 
and  staff  members  for  their  valuable  co-operation  during  the  year.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


SCARLET  FEVER 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  numljer  of  scarlet  fever 
notifications  during  the  year  lint  most  of  tlie  cases  were  of  the  very 
mild  type  which  prevails  at  the  present  time.  Eighty-one  cases 
were  notified  compared  with  39  last  year.  Of  these  12  were  admitted 
to  hospital. 

MEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH 

Four  hundred  and  seventeen  cases  of  measles  and  101  cases 
of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  These  were  less  than  the  previous 
year’s  figures  of  501  and  212.  There  were  no  deaths  from  either 
disea.se.  One  case  of  measles  was  removed  to  hospital. 

PNEUMONIA 

Thirty-two  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  which  was  twice 
last  year’s  figure  of  16.  Four  of  these  proved  fatal. 

DIPHTHERIA 

There  was  complete  absence  of  diphtheria  from  any  part  of 
the  area  during  the  year.  Protective  immunisation  against  the 
disease  was  actively  pursued,  the  inoculation  being  available 
throughout  the  district  as  follows  : — 

Bathavon  area:  Health  Dept.,  30  Westgate  Buildings,  Bath, 
Saturday  mornings. 

Keynsham  area  : Social  Service  Hut,  Avon  Road,  Keynsham, 
last  two  Wednesdays  in  the  month  from  2.0  p.m.  till 
3.45  p.m. 

Frome  Urban  and  Frome  Rural  areas : Frome  Clinic. 

Wednesdays  at  2.30  p.m. 

A stock  of  diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  still  held  at  each  of  the 
Council  Offices  in  the  area  to  serve  the  needs  of  practitioners  during 
the  day.  Out  of  office  hours,  that  is  between  the  hours  of  5.0  p.m. 
and  9.0  a.m.,  the  serum  can  be  obtained  from  the  following 
premises  : — 

Bath  City  Police  Station  for  the  Bathavon  area. 

Keynsham  Hospital  for  the  Keynsham  area. 

Victoria  Hospital,  Frome,  for  the  Frome  Urban  and  Frome 
Rural  areas. 
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ERYSIPELAS 

Eight  cases  of  erysipelas,  one  of  which  was  fatal,  occurred 
during  the  year  compared  with  7 for  the  previous  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  increase  in  the  notifications  of  this  disease  each  year 
since  the  year  1945  commented  on  in  last  year  s report  has  fortu- 
nately not  been  maintained  during  1949.  The  figures  of  52  pulmonary 
cases  and  11  non-pulmonary  cases  are  lower  than  last  year’s  figures 
of  64  and  14  respectively.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  figures  are 
representative  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  investigate  the  merits 
of  B.C.G.  vaccination  has  been  made  only  after  the  most  careful 
consideration  of  every  detail  concerned  in  this  procedure.  Favour- 
able results  in  the  use  of  B.C.G.  have  been  reported  from  the 
Scandinavian  countries  and  a similar  experience  in  this  country 
would  be  a big  step  towards  solving  the  tuberculosis  problem  here. 
There  will  still  be  the  need  for  careful  control  of  the  disease,  how- 
ever, as  one  of  our  tuberculosis  experts  has  emphasised  that  B.C.G. 
vaccination  is  not  an  easy  alternative  to  the  taking  of  precautionary 
measures  and  that  a positive  skin  reaction  is  not  a passport  to  a 
tuberculosis  free  life. 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER 

A single  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  was  notified  from  one  of 
the  rural  areas.  This  developed  after  the  patient  had  paid  a visit 
to  the  Continent  and  infection  was  in  all  probability  picked  up 
there.  The  disease  pursued  a very  mild  course  and  the  patient 
made  a complete  recovery. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

There  were  three  cases  of  puerperal  p5Texia  compared  with 
six  for  the  previous  year. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS 

Two  cases  of  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  occurred  during  the 
vear.  No  notification  of  this  disease  was  received  last  year. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  notification  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  was  received. 

ANTERIOR  POLIOMYELITIS 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country  there  was  a sharp 
rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis,  12  being 
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notified  as  against  3 cases  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  and  1 case 
of  polioencephalitis  for  the  previous  year.  A number  of  these  were 
of  a very  severe  type  and  unfortunately  two  had  a fatal  termination. 

A Memorandum  on  this  disease  has  been  issued  by  the  National 
Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis  in  America  and  among  man\- 
interesting  recommendations  appears  the  following  regarding  action 
to  be  taken  in  respect  of  places  of  recreation  and  amusement  : — 

“ It  is  recommended  that  health  officers  do  not  take  action 
to  close  or  prevent  the  operation  of  places  of  recreation  or 
amusement,  such  as  fairs,  circuses,  theatres,  swimming  pools 
or  beaches,  provided  these  are  properly  operated.  However, 
the  attendance  of  children  at  such  places  should  be  discouraged. 

Any  theoretical  advantage  that  might  be  gained  by  closing 
such  facilities  is.  offset  by  the  undesirable  results  of  disruption 
of  community  life.” 


TYPHOID  FEVER 

On  10th  September  a case  of  typhoid  fever  was  notified  by  a 
doctor  from  the  Keynsham  area.  The  case  had  already  been 
removed  to  hospital  by  the  doctor  concerned  and  adequate  instruc- 
tions regarding  the  immediate  precautions  which  were  necessary  to 
prevent  spread  of  the  disease  had  been  given  by  him  to  the  relatives. 
Careful  investigation  into  all  the  possible  sources  of  infection  were 
then  carried  out.  It  was  found  during  the  course  of  inquiry  that 
several  of  the  patient’s  family  had  been  victims  of  the  disease 
some  40  years  previously  and  that  the  son  of  one  of  the  women 
who  had  been  a sufferer  then  had  himself  had  typhoid  fever  in 
India  in  1944.  The  natural  inference  from  this  was  that  he  might 
be  the  carrier  responsible  for  the  present  case  but  all  laborator\- 
findings  were  persistently  negative  as  were  those  from  all  other 
members  of  the  family. 

Just  when  it  was  beginning  to  appear  that  the  source  of  the 
infection  was  likely  to  remain  a complete  mystery  the  solution 
presented  itself  from  quite  an  unexpected  quarter.  On  the  27th 
September  a Bristol  boy,  aged  17,  was  admitted  to  Ham  Green 
Hospital  suffering  from  an  illness  which  proved  to  be  typhoid  fever. 
On  careful  inquiry  by  members  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  Bristol 
Health  Department  it  was  found  that  the  patient  and  another  boy 
had  camped  during  the  week-end  of  lOth-llth  September  at  a spot 
near  Foxes  Wood,  half-way  between  Brislington  and  Keynsham. 
The  friend  confirmed  the  fact  that  the  unfortunate  patient  had 
drunk  water  from  a small  stream  which  ran  through  the  wood. 
This  stream  was  in  the  area  of  the  Keynsham  Urban  District  Council 
and  in  all  subsequent  investigations  joint  action  was  taken  by  the 
two  authorities.  Repeated  sampling  of  the  stream  and  contributor\- 
outfall  failed  to  show  any  evidence  of  typhoid  infection. 
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The  report  of  the  Central  Enteric  Reference  Laboratory  proved 
that  this  case  had  some  connection  with  the  Keynsham  one  as  they 
were  both  caused  by  the  same  type  of  organism.  Further  questioning 
revealed  that  both  patients  had  drunk  water  from  the  stream. 

On  1st  October  it  was  reported  by  the  Bristol  Health  Office 
that  another  case  of  typhoid  fever,  a Bristol  boy  of  13,  had  been 
admitted  to  Ham  Green  Hospital  and  that  he  had  also  drunk  the 
water  from  the  offending  stream.  As  the  report  from  the  Central 
Enteric  Reference  Laboratory  placed  this  case  also  in  the  same 
type  as  the  others  there  appeared  to  be  little  doubt  that  this  stream 
was  the  common  source  of  infection  in  all  cases.  As  the  main 
sewage  outfall  in  this  area  came  from  Brislington  Mental  Hospital 
it  was  naturally  assumed  that  the  infection,  in  all  probability,, 
was  the  result  of  the  presence  of  a typhoid  carrier  among  the 
patients  of  this  hospital. 

Exhaustive  enquiries  were  carried  out  by  members  of  the 
medical  staff  of  the  Bristol  Health  Department  and  the  existence 
of  a carrier  was  confirmed.  This  was  a male  patient  who  had  been 
resident  in  the  hospital  for  about  a year  and  had  been  taken  ill 
with  pneumonia  on  the  6th  October.  He  made  a good  recovery 
apart  from  some  looseness  of  the  motions  and  examination  of  these 
on  19th  October  revealed  the  presence  of  typhoid  organisms.  The 
question  naturally  arose  as  to  whether  he  was  the  original  carrier 
or  not  and  to  find  the  answer  to  this  question  mass  examination 
of  all  patients  and  staff  had  to  be  undertaken.  Another  case  occurred 
in  the  mental  hospital  on  16th  October.  This  was  a man  who  had 
been  in  direct  contact  with  the  first  victim. 

Two  other  cases  occurred,  one  a man  of  29  who  unfortunately 
died,  and  the  other  the  mother  of  one  of  the  boys  already  referred  to. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  area  was  fortunately  only  slightly 
concerned  in  this  small  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  and  that  the 
considerable  weight  of  investigation  entailed  fell  on  the  various 
sections  of  the  Bristol  Health  Departmnt. 

Many  interesting  points  emerged  during  the  investigation,  two 
of  the  most  outstanding  from  the  local  authority  point  of  view 
being  the  need  for  the  closest  co-operation  where  more  than  one 
authority  is  concerned  in  any  such  problem  and  the  difficulty 
experienced  under  the  new  regime  in  dealing  with  the  mental 
patient  suffering  from  an  infection  which  requires  such  efficient 
nursing  as  typhoid  fever. 


STATISTICAL  TABLE 

The  following  Table  shows  the  comparative  birth  rates,  death 
rates  and  infantile  mortality  rates  for  the  combined  districts  for 
the  years  1944-49  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  England 
and  Wales. 
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The  areal  comparability  factors,  which  were  suspended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  1942  owing  to  the  variety  and  magnitude  of 
local  population  movements  and  the  uneven  incidence  of  civilian 
war  deaths,  have  been  re-instituted  by  the  General  Register  Office. 
The  death  rates  shown  for  1949,  therefore,  are  the  corrected  rates.

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Fortj'-two  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  piped  supplies  in 
16  parishes  supplied  both  by  the  statutory  undertakers  and  the 
Council.  These  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  a few  cases  where 
unchlorinated  water  is  supplied  from  the  Council  sources  and  from 
private  sources  some  slight  temporary  contamination  occurred. 
In  spite  of  the  abnormally  dry  summer  it  was  possible  to  give  an 
uninterrupted  supply  from  the  undertakings  for  which  the  Council 
are  responsible  with  the  exception  of  Bathampton  where  the 
supply  was  discontinued  at  night  for  a period.  The  statutory 
undertakers  also  maintained  an  uninterrupted  supply.  Many 
supplies,  privately  owned,  failed  and  in  the  parishes  of  Corston 
and  Newton  St.  Loe  the  Council  operated  an  emergency  service. 

The  water  throughout  the  district  is  invariably  hard  and  we 
are,  therefore,  not  troubled  with  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  supplementary  supply  to  Peasedown  St.  John  and  district 
was  practically  completed  and  brought  into  use.  The  scheme 
supph’ing  the  parish  of  Priston  was  also  completed  and  brought 
into  use. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  statutory  undertakers 
for  small  service  main  extensions  to  supply  housing  sites  in  the 
parishes  of  Batheaston,  Englishcombe,  Monkton  Combe  and 
Weston. 

The  scheme  referred  to  last  year  with  regard  to  the  parishes  of 
Kelston,  Newton  St.  Loe  and  Northstoke  have  not  yet  been  com- 
menced but  it  is  hoped  to  put  in  a modified  supply  to  serve  Newton 
St.  Loe  and  Swineford  during  the  coming  year. 

The  scheme  for  Dunkerton  village  has  been  approved  by  the 
Ministry  and  the  County  Council  and  will  be  commenced  as  soon 
as  the  pipes  are  available.  Preliminary  negotiations  are  taking 
place  with  a view  to  providing  a supply  for  the  parish  of  Compton 
Dando. 

SEWERAGE 

The  arrangement  with  the  Bath  and  Bristol  Corporation  for 
the  treatment  of  sewage  from  the  parishes  of  Bathford,  Batheaston, 
Bathampton,  Claverton,  Monkton  Combe,  Swainswick,  Weston 
and  Whitchurch  continues  to  give  complete  satisfaction. 

The  majority  of  new  extensions  to  sewers  have  been  in  con- 
nection with  new  housing  estates  and  in  addition  good  progress 
was  made  with  the  sewering  of  the  Peasedown  St.  John  area.  The 
new  sewage  works  to  serve  the  last  mentioned  area  were  commenced.

Routine  samples  were  taken  by  the  inspectors  from  the  manu- 
facturers’ premises  and  all  were  reported  as  falling  within  the 
standard. 

The  ice-cream  sold  generally  is  obtained  from  manufacturers 
in  Bath  and  Bristol  in  addition  to  the  well-known  wholesale 
manufacturers. 

Routine  visits  to  the  bakehouses  and  food  preparation  premises 
were  made  throughout  the  year.  It  was  necessary  to  take  informal 
action  in  respect  of  one  bakehouse  and  one  cafe  with  regard  to 
cleanliness  and  washing  facilities. 

RODENT  DESTRUCTION 

During  the  year  87  baiting  and  poisoning  operations  were 
carried  out  at  private  residences  and  business  premises.  The 
Council’s  refuse  tips  were  treated  every  two  months  and  the  sewers 
throughout  the  Avon  valley  together  with  the  parishes  of  Weston 
and  Whitchurch  were  baited  and  treated  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry’s  recommendations. 

“ Survey  ” and  “ block  control  ” methods  have  been  used  in 
the  Bathford  area,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  having  co-operated 
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by  dealing  with  the  farms  and  farmlands  during  the  same  period. 
Advice  on  the  simple  rat-proofing  of  the  storage  of  foodstuffs  and 
wastes  is  always  given  to  occupiers  during  visits. 

GENERAL 

Eighteen  licences  to  station  and  use  individual  movable 
dwellings  and  four  licences  authorising  land  to  be  used  as  camping 
sites  were  issued  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

There  is  one  licensed  knacker’s  yard  within  the  district. 
Frequent  inspections  were  made  and  at  all  times  it  was  found  to 
be  run  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  or  common  lodging  houses 
in  the  district.

A sub-committee  was  formed  during  the  year,  the  duties  of 
which  are  : “ To  examine  all  applications  for  admission  and  to 
review  periodically  all  cases  in  the  day  nursery  to  ensure  that  cases 
within  the  approved  priority  classes  are  not  excluded  by  cases 
where  there  is  no  justification  for  their  admission.” 

Lists  of  first  and  second  priority  classes  for  the  use  of  the 
sub-committee  in  reviewing  admissions  and  discharges  have  been 
prepared  by  the  Countv  Children’s  Committee. 

The  health  of  the  children  was  very  good,  there  being  no  serious 
illnesses  or  epidemics  of  any  kind.  There  are  now  20  children  under 
three  vears  of  age  attending  the  nursery  and  a waiting  list  of  14. 

KEYNSHAM  WELFARE  CENTRE 

Another  satisfactory  year’s  working  was  reported  from  the 
Keynsham  Welfare  Centre  and  from  the  Saltford  Weighing  Centre.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR,  1949 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Domestic  and  trade  refuse  has  been  collected  weekly  throughout 
the  year  from  the  whole  of  the  area.  The  occupation  of  new  houses, 
and' the  loss  of  the  market  for  the  disposal  of  salvaged  paper  in 
August,  has  caused  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse  collected, 
and  on  several  occasions  it  was  necessary  to  provide  additional 
transport  to  complete  the  week’s  work. 

Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials  amounted  to 
£522  and  included  the  following  materials  : —

Disposal  of  the  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  has  continued  at 
the  Stidham  Gravel  Pit.  This  has  only  been  possible  by  arrange- 
ment with  the  owners  as  a result  of  the  further  excavation  of  gravel 
by  them,  but  it  is  hoped  that  negotiations  for  a new  site  will  be 
completed  in  the  near  future. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

No  extension  has  been  made  to  the  public  sewers  which  serve 
the  area.  The  majority  of  the  sewage  is  dealt  with  at  the  Unity 
Road  works  which  have  continued  to  function  satisfactorily. 
Difficulties  have  been  experienced  during  periods  of  heavy  rain, 
particularly  with  the  drying  and  disposal  of  sludge. 

A few  properties  in  the  district  drain  to  cess-pools,  but  these 
have  been  well  maintained  and  have  caused  no  nuisance. 

HOUSING 

Steady  progress  with  the  construction  of  new  dwellings  has 
been  maintained  throughout  the  year,  and  a large  proportion  of 
the  more  urgent  applications  has  been  dealt  with.  The  outstanding 
applications  at  the  end  of  the  year  show  a big  reduction  on  the 
hgure  for  last  year,  but  this  is  largely  due  to  the  review  of  applica- 
tions at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  which  eliminated  dual  applica- 
tions. There  is  no  doubt  that  the  demand  for  new  houses  is  still 
pressing  and  that  some  time  must  elapse  before  any  attempt  can 
be  made  to  clear  old  and  unsatisfactory  dwellings. 

No  applications  were  received  for  grants  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1949,  to  convert  or  improve  existing  dwellings,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  owners  will  take  advantage  of  these  provisions  to  make  some 
contribution  towards  improving  general  housing  conditions. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  general  housing  situation  is  slowlv 
improving  by  the  provision  of  new  houses,  the  problem  of  maintain- 
ing or  clearing  the  old  sub-standard  property  is  becoming  more 
urgent  and  must  be  given  serious  consideration  at  an  early  date.

Forty-seven  visits  have  been  paid  to  farms  and  dairies  and 
these,  in  general,  were  found  in  satisfactory  condition.  The  milk 
supply  to  the  district  has  been  maintained  at  a high  standard. 

The  sampling  of  designated  milk  produced  in  the  district, 
except  pasteurised,  was  carried  out  by  Officers  of  the  Somerset 
County  Council  until  the  supervision  of  the  premises  passed  to  the 
Ministrv  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  on  1st  October,  1949.  During 
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the  same  period  19  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  collected 
by  your  officers  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Taunton,  where  all  samples  were  found  to  comply  with  the  prescribed 
standards. 

Since  the  1st  October  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  from  the  one 
producer  in  the  district  have  been  taken  by  officers  of  the  Somerset 
County  Council,  and  during  this  period  no  adverse  report  has  been 
received. 

Bakehouses

There  has  been  a tendency  on  the  part  of  some  occupiers  of 
these  premises  to  allow  periodic  cleansing  and  limewashing  to 
become  overdue,  but  this  has  been  carried  out  on  request  without 
formal  action. 

Slaughterhouses

The  only  slaughter  carried  out  in  these  premises  during  the 
year  was  that  of  privately  owned  pigs  and  goats. 

During  the  year  the  carcases  of  20  pigs  and  12  goats  were 
inspected  and  the  following  were  found  unfit  for  human  food  ; 
20  lbs.  pigs’  offal  (degenerative  changes),  1 pig’s  head  (tuberculosis), 
3 goats’  carcases  (immaturity). 

In  addition,  264  lbs.  imported  beef,  7 lbs.  imported  lamb, 
3 lbs.  imported  pork  and  45  lbs.  home-killed  beef  were  found  unfit 
during  inspections  at  butchers’  shops.

Ten  samples  of  ice-cream  have  been  submitted  to  the  Analyst 
only  one  of  which  was  placed  in  provisional  grade  III  and  none  in 
provisional  grade  IV.

Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
West  Gloucestershire  Water  Co.  and  practically  all  domestic  supplies 
are  obtained  from  this  source.  Quality  and  quantity  of  this  supply 
have  been  satisfactory. 

As  the  source  of  the  public  supph'  is  not  within  your  District 
no  samples  of  raw  water  haA^e  been  collected  by  your  Officers. 
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Samples  of  treated  water  have  been  taken  quarterly  for  bacterio- 
logical examination  and  all  have  been  found  satisfactory. 

Chemical  analyses  of  the  water  have  also  been  made  periodic- 
ally\  The  results  indicate  that  the  water  is  hard  (21  parts  per 
100,000),  largel}^  temporary,  and  slightly  alkaline. 

The  water,  being  hard,  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Practically  all  houses  in  the  district  have  a piped  supply- 
direct  from  the  main.  There  are  no  standpipes. 

About  a dozen  scattered  houses  and  farms  on  the  periphery 
of  the  district  have  private  well  supplies,  the  majority  of  which 
are  satisfactory.  Samples  of  water  taken  from  four  wells  in  one 
area  supplying  private  houses,  however,  revealed  some  contamina- 
tion. These  cases  were  carefully  investigated,  but  in  view  of  the 
nature  of  the  contamination,  the  history  and  situation  of  the  wells, 
the  length  of  main  necessary  involving  heavy  capital  expenditure, 
it  was  not  considered  practical  or  economic  to  make  a piped  water 
supply  available  to  these  houses.  The  owners  were  therefore 
requested  to  cleanse  the  wells  and  advised  to  boil  water  for  drinking 
purposes. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  control  of  rodent  infestation  has  been  continued  during 
the  year,  and  the  services  of  the  Operator  have  been  fully  engaged 
in  surveys,  inspections,  advising  occupiers  and  carrying  out  treat- 
ments. Largely  due  to  his  efforts  and  the  co-operation  of  residents 
a very  satisfactory-  position  has  resulted.

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FROME  DAY  NURSERY 


To  conform  with  what  has  happened  at  the  other  day  nurseries 
a sub-committee  has  been  formed  the  duties  of  which  are  : To 

examine  all  applications  for  admission  and  to  review  periodically 
all  cases  in  the  day  nursery  to  ensure  that  cases  within  the  approved 
priority  classes  are  not  excluded  by  cases  where  there  is  no  justifica- 
tion for  their  admission.” 

Outbreaks  of  measles  and  mild  scarlet  fever  made  it  necessary 
to  close  the  nurser\-  for  two  periods  of  approximately  10  days. 
Three  cases  of  chicken-pox  and  3 cases  of  mumps  were  also  reported. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  during  the  year  was  7,192. 
The  nursery  was  open  for  242  days,  the  average  attendance  being  29 
and  the  highest  on  any  one  day  36. 


FROME  INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE 

The  very  high  attendance  figures  recorded  for  1948  were  not 
maintained  last  year  there  being  a drop  from  2,885  to  1,936.  The 
number  of  mothers  on  the  register  at  the  beginning  of  the  }-ear 
was  203  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  only  116.  It  is  to  be  hoped, 
that  this  does  not  indicate  any  permanent  waning  of  enthusiasm 
on  the  part  of  the  mothers  in  regard  to  this  important  service. 
The  one  hopeful  feature  is  the  fact  that  the  only  month  which 
showed  a larger  number  of  attendances  than  for  the  same  month, 
of  the  previous  year  was  December.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

During  the  year  ten  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  of  the 
Frome  Urban  District  Council  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  probable  number  of  coliform  bacilli  per  100  ml. 
was  reported  to  be  nil  in  respect  of  seven  samples,  and  fifty,  five 
and  one  in  respect  of  three  samples. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  these  samples  show  that  the 
quality  of  the  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory. 

HOUSING  AND  NUISANCES 
(i)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District 

During  the  year  288  complaints  in  respect  of  nuisances  and 
general  sanitation  were  received  and  dealt  with.  As  a result  of  these 
and  of  routine  work  the  number  of  visits  made  and  notices  serced 
are  as  indicated  below.

The  pollution  of  the  river  by  blood  from  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Slaughterhouse,  Merchants  Barton,  via  the  Council’s  sewers  was 
the  subject  of  strong  representations  by  the  Council  to  the  Ministry 
of  Food.

One  sample  of  pasteurised  school  milk  was  tested  for  tuberculous 
infection.  The  result  was  negative.

HOUSING 

Temporary  accommodation 

The  huts  at  Marston  Park,  although  far  from  satisfactory 
structurally,  are  still  occupied.  Steps  are  now  being  taken  to  re- 
house these  families  but  unfortunately  many  of  the  occupants 
who  work  in  Frome  wish  to  rent  a council  house  in  the  urban  district. 

New  Houses 

Twenty-six  new  council  houses  have  been  completed  during  the 
year,  and  four  have  been  built  by  private  enterprise. 

Under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  all  matters  arising 
from  housing  defects  and  nuisances  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt 
with.  The  work  of  repairing  many  of  the  cottages  has  been  con- 
siderabh'  hampered  through  shortage  of  labour  in  the  building 
trade. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Nunney. — These  works  have  received  regular  attention  and 
the  tanks  have  been  cleaned  out  each  month. 

Rode. — These  disposal  works,  although  overloaded  on  account 
of  surface  and  land  water,  continue  to  function  fairly  satisfactorily 
and  the  attendant  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  condition  of  the 
works  as  a whole. 

CoLEFORD. — These  sewage  works  receive  regular  attention  and 
the  final  effluent  from  them  has  been  satisfactory. 

Buckland  Dinham. — The  ditch  into  which  the  village  sewer 
discharges  has  become  grossly  polluted.  In  recent  years  many 
cottages  have  connected  up  with  w.cs.  and  finally  the  drainage 
from  the  new  council  houses  also  discharges  into  this  ditch.  To 
abate  this  nuisance  the  Council  have  decided  to  build  a small 
disposal  works. 

WiTHAM  Friary,  Wolverton  and  Leigh-on-Mendip. — Small 
sewage  works  were  erected  to  treat  the  sewage  from  the  new  council 
houses  in  each  of  the  above  villages.  Unfortunately  these  works 
have  given  very  considerable  trouble  chiefly  because  storm  water 
was  discharged  into  the  works  and  the  filtering  media  were  un- 
satisfactory. Considerable  improvements  have  been  carried  out  and 
these  disposal  works  are  now  functioning  satisfactorily. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  monthly  collection  of  indestructible  house  refuse  is  still 
being  carried  out  over  the  whole  area,  except  at  Coleford  where  the 
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collection  is  done  weekly.  The  collecting  is  done  by  one  contractor 
and  it  has  worked  far  from  smoothly.  The  vehicle  itself,  through 
lack  of  a cover,  is  a continued  nuisance  and  I am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  scheme  will  never  be  satisfactor}'  from  a health  point  of 
view  until  the  Council  carry  out  this  vital  public  service  by  direct 
labour. 


Food  Premises 

All  food  premises  have  been  inspected  regularly  throughout 
the  year  and  I am  glad  to  notice  the  decided  improvement  in  the 
condition  of  many  of  these  premises.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

There  are  19  parishes  in  the  district  and  of  these  10  are  served 
by  public  supplies  and  four  by  private  piped  supplies.  The  remaining 
five  are  dependent  upon  privately-owned  land  springs  and  shallow 

wells.  _ f 1 1 . 

Throughout  the  district  generally  it  has  been  found  that, 

where  a main  supply  has  been  provided,  the  public  have  shown 
hesitation  in  availing  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  a piped 
supply.  Despite  this  local  apathy  which  must  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration as  well  as  the  financial  side  when  proposals  to  provide 
new  areas  of  distribution  are  contemplated,  the  fact  remains  that 
many  villages  and  hamlets  are  desperately  in  need  of  an  adequate 
supply. 

Beckington. — This  parish  is  served  from  the  Norton  St.  Philip 
source  and  the  quantity  available  is  abundant  for  all  requirements. 

Berkley. — Many  houses  are  supplied  from  a private  source 
and  the  remainder  rely  upon  wells. 

Buckland  Dinham.^ — Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experi- 
enced in  maintaining  this  public  supply  throughout  the  summer 
months.  The  source  of  supply,  Lydes  Water,  is  sufficient  for  the 
whole  parish  but  it  is  not  possible,  due  to  economic  factors,  to 
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replace  the  existing  small  diameter  main  which  leads  to  the 
reservoir. 

COLEFORD. — The  spring  yields  decreased  to  an  alarming  extent 
during  the  drought  and  the  question  of  hauling  water  was  con- 
sidered. With  the  co-operation  of  the  owner  concerned,  however, 
a small  spring  was  harnessed  to  augment  the  existing  source  and 
this  was  sufficient  to  maintain  the  supply. 

Elm.- — Except  for  one  or  two  houses  sited  at  high  level  the 
whole  of  the  parish  is  adequately  supplied  by  the  private  source. 

Remington. — Part  of  this  parish  is  served  by  private  supplies 
and  part  by  shallow  wells.  The  proposal  to  provide  a main  supply 
from  the  Norton  St.  Philip  source,  and  known  as  the  Faulkland 
Extension,  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  is  about  to  go  to 
tender. 

Kilmersdon. — The  village  is  supplied  by  private  agreement 
from  the  Norton-Radstock  U.D.C.  gravity  main.  The  remaining 
houses  in  the  parish  rely  upon  wells. 

Leigh-on-Mendip. — During  the  year  work  was  completed 
which  permitted  the  whole  of  the  yield  at  the  source  to  be  available 
for  distribution.  It  was  found  necessary  to  turn  off  supplies  to 
trade  premises  and  although  this  materially  assisted  in  maintaining 
the  supply  several  dwelling  houses  at  higher  level  were  without 
water  in  the  day  time. 

Lullington. — Part  of  this  parish  is  served  by  a private  supply 
and  the  remainder  by  shallow  wells.  The  position  throughout  the 
parish  regarding  adequacy  is  unsatisfactory. 

Mells. — The  supply  to  this  parish  was  inadequate.  A survey 
is  being  made  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  water  available  within 
reasonable  distance  of  the  village  which  may  ease  the  position  until 
the  regional  water  supply  which  is  being  developed  by  the  Shepton 
Mallet  R.D.C.  has  materialised. 

Norton  St.  Philip. — The  whole  of  this  parish  has  an  adequate 
supply.  Many  properties  abut  the  main  highway,  along  which  the 
mains  have  been  laid  for  the  past  ten  years,  but  not  more  than 
.50  per  cent,  of  the  dwelling  houses  have  a main  supply. 

Many  samples  have  been  taken  from  private  wells  for  sub- 
mission to  the  County  Analyst  and,  although  the  water  in  most 
cases  has  been  found  to  be  suitable  for  domestic  purposes,  one 
notice  in  respect  of  three  cottages  has  been  served  upon  the  owner 
requesting  him  to  provide  a piped  supply. 

Nunney. — A contract  has  been  formed  to  take  a bulk  supply 
from  the  Holwell  source  and  an  additional  substantial  spring  has 


been  piped  to  the  reservoir  at  Gaer  Hill.  This  work  was  carried  out 
during  the  dry  period  and,  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  the  materials 
existing,  may  be  regarded  as  an  achievement. 

Samples  taken  from  the  Holwell  source  during  the  past  few 
years  have  shown  this  to  be  polluted,  but,  as  a direct  result  of  the 
provision  of  a drainage  system  and  disposal  works  for  the  hamlet, 
the  supply  is  now  wholesome. 

The  parish  of  Nunney  now  has,  for  the  first  time  in  its  history, 
a public  supply  which  is  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and 
quantity  for  all  existing  needs  and  for  any  anticipated  future 
developments. 

Rode.^ — The  public  supply  from  the  Norton  St.  Philip  source 
is  sufficient  for  all  needs. 

Selwood. — This  parish,  which  entirely  surrounds  the  urban 
district,  is  served  partly  from  the  mains  of  the  urban  council  and 
partly  by  privately-owned  supplies.  The  mains  have  been  extended 
to  supply  the  Spring  Gardens  area. 

Tellisford. — The  hamlet  of  Wolverton  is  adequately  supplied 
from  a private  source.  Investigations  are  being  carried  out  with  a 
view  to  affording  the  remainder  of  the  parish  a supply  from  the 
Norton  St.  Philip  source. 

Upton  Noble. — No  piped  supply  whatsoever  is  available  in 
this  parish.  The  shortage  of  water  during  the  summer  months  is  a 
major  problem  to  householders,  and  it  is  not  possible  to  haul  water 
to  the  village  as  there  is  no  alternative  source  near  at  hand. 

Wanstrow. — This  public  supply  is  totally  inadequate  to  meet 
present  day  requirements.  During  the  drought  several  houses  were 
without  water  and  the  occupants  were  obliged  to  carry  water  from 
the  lower  part  of  the  village. 

Whatley. — This  parish  has  no  piped  supply  and  relies  almost 
entirely  upon  shallow  wells,  many  of  which  dry  up  in  the  summer 
months. 

WiTHAM  Friary. — A private  supply  serves  the  whole  of  this 
parish.  The  quantity  available  is  sufficient  for  all  purposes. 


GENERAL 

It  is  evident  that  the  drought  experienced  during  the  year 
has  imposed  a severe  test  on  all  water  supplies,  and  in  various  parts 
of  the  country  drastic  restrictions  had  to  be  resorted  to.  In  view 
of  this  it  would  seem  that,  although  the  position  in  this  district 
leaves  much  to  be  desired,  an  appreciable  amount  of  relief  was 
obtained  in  several  villages  by  augmenting  existing  supplies.
